LEUKOPLAKIA OF THE BLADDER AND U/RETER. 
KRITSCH MER, H. Il. (Surg., Gyn., and Obstet., Octo- 
ber, 1920) reports a typical and extreme case of his 
own, reviews 43 cases from the literature and con- 
cludes that the lesion is extremely rare. The eti- 
ology is unknown, the histopathological findings ap- 
pear uniform and constant. There is no symptom 
complex by means of which the condition can be 
diagnosed.

ESOPHAGEAL DIVERTICULA, 


Jupp, E. 8S. (Arch. of Surg., July, 1920) presents a 
good article on this subject. He believes that for a 
small diverticulum, a one-stage operation, with ex- 
cision and enfolding, is possible, but with a large sac, 
a two-stage operation is decidedly of advantage. In 
the first operation the sac is freed and brought out 
from its bed and left exposed. About 10 days later, 
after sufficient walling off has taken place, it is ex- 
cised, inverted and the wound closed. [E. H. R.] 


Trt TREATMENT OF BRONCHIAL FISTULAE. 


Eacers, C. (Ann. of Surg., September, 1920) finds 
that broncho-pleural fistulae generally close spontan- 
eously. In the few cases in which a fistula is respon- 
sible for the persistence of a chronic empyema, treat- 
ment to obliterate the cavity will result in closure of 
the bronchus. Broncho-cutaneous fistulae must be 
carefully studied. As long as the fistula acts as a 
safety-valve for intrapulmonary suppuration it must 
not be interfered with. Mobilization of the lung and 
fistula, allowing it to recede from its fixed position, is 
the most important factor in bringing about closure. 
Muscle flaps are very valuable to cover a bronchial 


sinus. Cauterization of the fistula should be done 
very lightly to destroy the epithelium, never 
so deep as to produce a slough. ip. H. 8.)

IETROPERITONEAL PERIRENAL LIPOMATA, 


HouMEs, W. Rf. (Jour. A. M. A., October 16, 1920) 
reports a case and briefly reviews the literature and 
concludes that: 

Retroperitoneal perirenal lipomata form a group of 
rare abdominal tumors arising from the fat which 
normally surrounds the kidneys. 

The etiology of these tumors is unknown. They 
occur most frequently between the ages of 40 to 50. 
In the reported cases, 70% occurred in women. 

The symptoms of perirenal lipomata are those 
resulting from pressure of the tumor. Because of 
their silent beginning, the tumors have usually at- 
tained enormous size when first seen by the surgeon. 

The diagnosis is difficult and is made usually at 
necropsy or at the time of operation. 

The treatment is surgical. The intimate relation- 
ship of the tumor to important structures makes their 
removal difficult, with a primary mortality of 20% 
in the cases reported in the literature. 

The prognosis is grave. Recurrences after opera- 
tion are frequent. These recurrent tumors have a 
tendency to undergo malignant degeneration.

£FFECT OF TONSILLECTOMY ON THE RECURRENCE OF 
ACUTE RHEUMATIC FEVER AND CHOREA. 


Sr. LAWRENCE, W. (Jour. A. M. A., Oct. 16, 1920) 
presents a study of the results in ninety-four chil- 
dren, and draws the following conclusions: 

1. Eighty-five children, each of whom had pre- 
sented one or several of the rheumatic manifesta- 
tions before the tonsils were completely removed, 
were observed during an average period of three and 
one-half years after the operation was performed. 

2. The tonsils were markedly hypertrophied in 
13% of the cases, moderately so in 69% of the cases, 
and not enlarged in 18% of the cases. They were 
the site of recurrent inflammation before the tonsils 
were removed in 73% of the cases. “Sore throat” re- 
curred after removal of the tonsils in 7% of these. 
At least two operations were necessary before the 
tonsils were completely removed in 22% of the cases. 

3. The tonsillar lymph nodes were enlarged in 
100% of the cases before the operation was per- 
formed, while in 59% of the cases they were impal- 
pable afterward. 

4. One or more attacks of acute rheumatic fever 
had occurred in forty-two cases before the tonsils 
were removed. After tonsillectomy there was no re- 
currence in 35 cases, or 84%. 

5. One or more attacks of chorea had occurred 
before the removal of the tonsils in forty cases, and 
there was no recurrence after the operation in 20 
eases, or 50%. 

6. Sixty-one cases showed myositis and bone or 
joint pains before the operation was performed, and 
there was no recurrence in 47 cases. or 77%. 

7. Fifty-eight cases of organic disease of the heart 
were present in the series. Twelve of these patients 
had suffered at least one attack of cardiac failure 
before the tonsils were removed. One patient suf- 
fered one attack afterward. 

8. The exercise of tolerance in the cases of car- 
diac disease seemed to he favorably influenced by 
tonsillectomy in the instances in which indica- 
tions existed for the removal of the tonsils. 

9. Nutrition and general health were improved, 
and intercurrent disease was less common after the 
tonsils were removed. 

10. Tonsillectomy (complete removal of the ton- 
sils) would seem to be the most important measure 
at present available for the prevention of acute 
rheumatic fever and the allied rheumatic manifesta- 
tions.

THE MORELLI METHOD OF ASPIRATION DRAINAGE FOR 
ACUTE EMPYEMA. 


Davis, L. (Ann. of Surg., September, 1920) presents 
a valuable article on this method. A pneumatic- 
jacketed drainage tube which, by inflation of the dumb- 
bell shaped soft rubber jacket, closes the thoracotomy 
wound hermetically tight and which will remain tight 
for many days, is the important item in technic. 
Morelli also has instituted artificial pneumothorax to 
take place of the accumulated pus as drained off. This 
is effected by a two-bottle suction and inflation appar- 
atus. 

Davis highly commends this procedure, after having 
seen Morelli’s results first hand. H. 


AMPUTATION NEUROMATA 


Huser, G. C., and Lewis, D. (Ann. of Surg., July, 
1920) present a very thoroughly prepared article on 
the development and precaution of these neuromata. 
They quote from extensive experimental work and 
conclude that a neuroma indicates an attempt, which 
is thwarted or blocked by sear tissue, on the part 
of the neuraxes of a divided nerve to seek the 
distal segment and thus complete nerve repair. 
When blocked, the regeneration neuraxes form spirals 
and end discs and become irregularly dispersed 
throughout the connective tissues of the bulb. 

Absolute alcohol injected into the nerve some dis- 
tance above the plane of section is more successful 
in prevention than any other method. 


ABSCESS OF THE LUNG. 


TIARTWELL, J. A. (Ann. of Surg., September, 1920) 
believes that the pneumococcus is not an important 
factor in lung abscess, that the staphylococcus aureus 
is often responsible, that abscess of the lung fre- 
quently is a primary lesion in that a true pneumonic 
consolidation as connoted by the name pneumonia does 
not precede it, that abscess includes in its pathology 
a marked degree of secondary sinuses or even mas- 
sive gangrene, and that when an empyema ruptures 
into the lung and discharges through the bronchi, the . 
original lesion was a lung abscess, which by its ex- 
tension finally found two outlets for its purulent 
contents. [E. H. R.] 


MEDICINE. 


THE PREVENTION OF DIABETES MELLITUS. 


Wirrramson, R. T. (The Practitioner, October, 
1920) discusses the interesting question as to whether 
or not anything can be done to prevent diabetes or 
at least to postpone its onset. From the considera- 
tion of the etiology of diabetes he makes the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1. It is desirable for all, whether in good health 
or not, to avoid great excess of sugar of all kinds. 

2. If. through the family history of diabetes or 
for racial considerations, its onset is feared, the 
diet should be more definitely restricted as far as 
sugars, etc,, are concerned. 

3. If sugar has once been found in the urine and 
then disappeared, it is desirable to determine if the 
power of sugar destruction is diminished. 

4. If the glycosuria is temporary, hut the nower 
of sugar-destruction is found to be diminished, the 
patient should be treated as if he had diabetes, until 
the exact sugar tolerance is found. 

5. If the elycosuria is intermittent, or perma- 
nent but slight, then treatment suitable for a mild 
diabetes should be followed. [J. B. H.]

Because, to do so 
would be, or might be, re- 
garded as presumption, an 
attempt to encroach upon 
his recognized ability to de- 
termine the proper thera- 
peutic management of each 
and every case. Properly 
and justly, the doctor’s is 
the sole obiter dicta. 


But, on the other hand, 
there have crept into medi- 
cine from time to time, va- 
rious dogmas, certain fal- 
lacious statements, erron- 
eous assumption of facts 
based upon incomplete or 
controvertible evidence, re- 
garding coffee. Its benefi- 
cial effects have been 


denied. Its harmful effects 
have been grossly exagger- 
ated. This is the more to be 
deplored because criticism, 
complaint and disparage- 
ment of coffee have as a 
matter of fact been actu- 


-- ated not by any desire to 


arrive at scientific truth but, 
on the contrary, in great 
part by desire for selfish 
financial gain from the 
commercial exploitation of 
so-called substitutes for 
coffee, and to lesser extent, 
by what can be described 
as fanaticism pure and sim- 
ple. Coffee needs no de- 
fense. It is_ entitled, 
however, to be judged on 
its actual merits, its real 
performance. The _ wise 
physician judges and acts 
upon facts, not theories. In 
the hands of such, the case 
of coffee may be safely left, 
to be judged upon merit, 
according to the evidence.
